The River City Democratic Club is trying to 
gain political support for the legalization of 
needle exchange and declare the AIDS virus a 
vealth emergency in the Sacramento area 

We are urging the county Board of Super 
visors to declare a health emergency in the 
county and allow the County Health Depart 
ment to begin a needle exchange program,” 
said George Raya, chair of the Political Action 
Comunitiee of the RCIX 

A needle exchange program is defined as “a 
facility where drug injectors can obtain sterile 
needles and syringes and returm used injec ung 
equipment.” 

According to a resolution passed by the 
RCDC, studies have shown that intravenous 
drug abuse is continuang to be a major factor in 
HIV transmission, and intravenous drug users 
shanng contaminated needles infect their sexual 
partners with HIV and create a bridge to infect 
ing the general population 

The same study found the rate of HIV infec 
tion was 21 percent among drug users under the 
age of 30, and a 1992 UC Davis study reported 
that Sacramento was home to an estimated 
15,000 intravenous drug users 

According to Dr. Neil Flynn, an AIDS 
expert, there have been more than 1,516 AIDS 
cases diagnosed in the Sacramento County 
since 1981, and more than 853 deaths related to

UC Santa Cruz ‘foot dragged,’ 
mishandled harassment, rape 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) The 
University of California at Santa Cruz 
has balked at signing a federal civil 
nghts complaint accusing the school of 
mishandling rape and sexual harass 
ment charges 

“They created a false impression 
about how complaints of this nature are 
handled on campus,” school spokes 
man Jim Burns said 

The formal complaint was filed 
April 29 after the breakdown of nego 
uations between the school and the 
Department of Education's Office for 
Civil Rights Enforcement 

The OCR report could potentially 
cost UIC Santa Cruz all its federal fund 
ing, bul most cases are resolved with 
out penalty 

The report said the school’s foot 
dragging and unreliability “created and 
continued a discriminatory educational 
environment for female students ” 

In one instance cited by federal in 
vesligalors, an accused rapist was al 
lowed to withdraw from the school 


despite a judicial committee recom 
mendation to expel him, said the re 
port 

(he agreement allows him to re 
enroll at any University of Califormia 
campus with nothing on his reer 
said Maria D lanco, ani attomey te &jual 
Rights Advocates, which touched off 
the investigation with acomplaint filed 
last year 

In another case, a woman student 
reported a doctor inappropriately

“It’s 
about two people who have major prob-

Cuisine. But pointing out flaws in the 
CSUS Foundation Food Services divi- 
sion is akan to calling atten’ on to grade 
inflation — everybody nods in agree- 
ment but nobody does anything. 

I could write in great detai! about 
poor quality, high prices, small por- 
Lons and unpleasant odors, but that 
ground is well covered. We recently 
were tokd in a State Hornet article that 
snack items cost anywhere from 25 
percent to 70 percent more on campus 
than off 

Foundation apologists somehow 
rationalize hese blatant examples of 
price gouging, effectively short cir- 
cuiting any further discussion. But if it 
looks like a duck, walks like a duck, 
and sounds like a duck, it's a duck — or 
a mcnopoly. 

But enough of that. I write today not 
to bury Food Service, but to praise it. 

Like most students, | want place to 
cat on campus that serves up a gener- 
ous portion of good food at a reason- 
able price.

The Center, 
located between The Pub and Burger 
King and open Monday through Friday 
11:30 am. tw 1:30 p.m., serves fine, 
gourmet lunches at an incredibly low 
price. This restaurant is the starving 
students’ paradise, because on top of 
the supenor food quality and discount 
price, it’s an “all you can eat” deal.
